PROPOSE TO MOVE. SITE 



An Offer of a free Site for New* Location 

for Building: is Rejected on Account 

of Expense of Filling. 



As will be remembered some little 
time ago our village board passed an 
ordinance requiring the Soo Line 
management to Btation a 'flagman at the 
depot crossing here, and since that time 
there has been much haggling over the 
question, the management expressing 
themselves as more willing to erect a 
new depot than to stand the expense of 
. maintaing a flagman at this point. But 
while a new depot is among the things 
most desired by the town it seems to be 
a most difficult thing for the town 
* and the road officials to come to an 
agreement that will be perfectly satis- 
factory to both sides. 
• The present location seems to meet 
the approval of the citizens, .with the 
exception of one thing and that is the 
bad crossing, but many contend that 
this could be overcome by raising the 
track and making the roadway beneath, 
this, however does not meet with the 
favor of the management which some 
time ago expressed a willingness to 
erect a new depot on condition that 
the consent of the villagers could be 
gained to having it placed a consider- 
able distance either north or south of 
its present location, in order) they 
stated to avoid the starting of the trains 
on an up grade. But as the* board and 
property owners could not see the ad- 
visability of the rriove that idea was 
given up. It was next proposed that 
the building be erected just opposite 
the present location on the west side 
of the tracks, and J. J. Morley offered 
to donate the land if that site were 
chosen, but this was turned down by 
the company on account of the expense 
that would be involved in the filling, 

Mr. Urban, assistant superintendent 
of the line met with the village board 
again on Wednesday of this week, and 
this time their plan is as follows: To 
place the proposed new depot just north 
of Depot street on the west side of the 
main track between it and the switch 
track, having the main depot to be lo- 
cated about where Tiffany and Felter's 
coal shed now stands; to have a plat- 
form running from the depot. south to 
the north side of Depot street- and also 
extending north, about to the stock 
yards) - The proposed depot to have 
two large waiting rooms and a large 
freight depot in connection, so that 
freight may be loaded to or from the 
cars from the depot platform, thus 
doing away -with the cars standing on 
the switch track, and the switch would 
then be used for the Goodrich Lumber 
Company only. The company propose 
to fill in around the depot and also to 
exchange land with the Goodrich Lum- 
ber Company in order that a large 
yard may be hod for the accomodation 
of the busses, etc. The board have not 
as yet accepted this, proposition but, a 
meeting for the purpose of discussing 
the question will be held in the Wood- 
man hall club room Friday evening 
February 3, at 7:30 o'clock, to which all 
business men and citizens are invited to 
be present

Grass 
Lake, Hickory and Pikeville lines, with 
the central office located at Antioch.

Minto, Wallace Drom andWm. Hucker.

A farmer who had a herd of 19 cows 
had contracted with a dealer to sell him 
all the milk from tested cows at an ad- 
vance of 10 per cent on the usual price. 
When it came to the test of the herd, 
16 of the 19 cows were declared by the 
experts to be diseased, while three of 
them were declared to be immune. The 
farmers' committee has purchased the 
whole herd and all of the animals will 
be Blaughtered-Friday morning. The 
farmer who sold the cows will be pres- 
ent and will identify the animals and 
submit the certificates of the expert 
examination to show that there has 
been no collusion or fraud in any re- 
spect. After*slaughtering, the organs 
of the animals will be submitted to a 
rigid post mortem examination by com- 
petent veterinary surgeons and the re- 
sults of_their examination will be made 
public at a mass meeting of farmers.

OFFICES 

Township elections in Lake and other 
Illinois counties will be' less important 
affairs this year than ever before. It 
is on account of the fact that three of 
the chief offices will not be filled at the 
coming April. election, since their pres- 
ent occupants will hold over until next 
year. Those hold-over offices are the 
town clerk, the assessor and collector 
in every town in every county in Illi- 
nois outside* of Cook and the fifteen 
counties in the state that; are not oper- 
ating under the township election law. 

Heretofore the crucial fight in most 
township elections has been for ' the 
office of collector, which will be elimi- 
nated for the reason above stated. The 
same 1b also true of town clerk and 
assessor, which are hold-over offices un- 
til the spring of 1912. 

The reason that the annual election 
of town clerk, assessor and collector is 
passed is the change in the law govern- 
ing these offices made by the general 
assembly two years ago, and which be- 
came effective last July. 'This change 
created a two years' term for the three 
officers mentioned instead of a one year 
term as had previously existed. The 
effect of the change will be watched 
with interest, as it was made with the 
supposed result that the efficiency of 
these offices would be increased if con- 
tinued for two years instead of being 
changed every yoar.

BIG LAND DEAL 

Friends of former Supervisor Shorty 
Miller of Libertyville will be interested 
in hearing that he is now one of the 
promoters in a big Montana land deal in 
which ho is interesting Lake county 
people. 

It is stated that he and another man 
made a purchase in Montana of some 
11,800 acres of land at about $5 or $6 an 
acre and they have formed a company 
for the sale of the entire tract of - land. 

It is said that they have already had 
subscribed In Lake county some $35,000, 
the land '.bringing upwards of $12 an 
acre to those who have become cus- 
tomers in this county. In short, it is 
said [ that t ho promoters have already 
sold enough of the land to pay for the 
whole tract and that they have a large 
portion of it still on the market 

Supervisors will be interested in the 
project because it will cause them to sit 
up and conclude that, with Shorty mak- 
ing so good on the land deal, the $272 
county item in which they are all in- 
terested, may be adjusted more quickly 
than if he had not., entered the new 
scheme.

People are very much interested just 
now in the audit of the county books 
which was, recently ordered by the 
board of supervisors of Macon county, 
sayB the Decatur Herald. The investi- 
gation of the records will go back at 
least 12. years and may cover a still 
longer term. The audit of the' county 
and city books in various parts of the 
state has started the agitation for a 
state law which will, not only provide 
for an audit every four years, but will 
also fix a time limit to the responsibility 
of bondsmen. Such a law would pro- 
vide a means for the discharge of 
bondsmen after the completion and ap- 
proval of an audit. Ab it is now* a 
public official may retire from office, 
subsequently die and his estate be ad- 
ministered upon and closed before a 
shortage is discovered. In such a case 
the bondsmen are still liable, as there 
is no limit to the liability of bondsmen 
and they' can be called upon for the pay- 
ment of shortages dating back to 1870, 
the time of the adoption of the present 
state constitution. It does not even 
discharge a bondsman to have the 
books audited by an expert accountant 
for later another audit might take 
place and if anything was found,, over- 
looked in the first audit, the Bame could 
be charged up to the bondsmen. This 
is. on the theory the statute of limita- 
tion does not apply to the state or any 
part of it. An individual must file suit 
to recover within 10 years or else any 
claim he may have on a bond, but it is 
not. so with the state, county or city. 
Unless some law is enacted it will be 
more difficult each year for officials to 
secure. bondsmen. 

public officials generally are in favor 
of an audit of their books at the time 
they go out of office, for they realize 
that if any errors have been made and 
any shortage exists,, it will be easier for 
them to clear the matter up, then than 
at any later time. The inquiry has 
often been made if there is any way in 
which officials have any claim which 
may be against thenv Bettled positively 
when they retire from office. One of 
the auditors who is in Decatur in con- 
nection with the work there was asked 
how this might be accomplished and is 
quoted by the Decatur Review as giv- 
ing the following opinion: 

"I know of only one way in which 
you get relief for yourself and your 
bondsmen, and it may not be to your 
taste. At the close of your term of 
office make final report of your ac- 
counts to the board of supervisors, 
which report may show, say, that you 
owe $1,000. The next step will be for 
you to turn over $900 and refuse to turn 
over the other $100. Then possibly the 
board may order suit- brought againBt 
you to recover that $100, but while they 
are at it it will be their duty to recover 
every penny that you owe. They may 
have to go over your accounts to learn 
if there is anything more coming from 
you. At any rate, if they content 
themselves with a judgment for $100 
they will be concluded by it; they can't 
come along a year or ten. or twenty 
years later and maintain a suit against 
you or any of your bondsmen. It is the 
only way I know, in this state in which 
an official can protect himself and his 
bondsmen. There should be a better 
way, of co urse."

Which They Expect to be 
' in Operation May 1

at Once and Rushed to Completion

Sixty-seven milk producers living in 
the vicinity of.Lake Villa have formed 
a stock company and will incorporate 
under the name of the Lake Villa Co- 
operative Association. They incorpor- 
ate with a capitalization of $5,000 the 
entire amount of which has already 
been subscribed. The purpose is to 
conduct a milk pasteurizing plant. 

Each of the sixty-seven men subscrib- 
es for as many shares of stock as he 
wishes. Then after the plant is built 
it will be used by all the stock holders. 
The producers will haul milk to the 
plant where it will be purchased by the 
company at the, prevailing price. It 
will then be pasteurized and bottled and 
shipped to the Chicago market in car 
load lots. 

The corporation will hire men to run 
the. plant and at the end of the year. the 
profits will be divided among the stock 
holders in dividends according to the 
amount subscribed. 

.-, This plan of, co-operation it is. believ- 
ed* by the producers will work out for 
their mutual benefit They figure that 
by incorporating they will be better 
able to protect their interests. Now 
that the plan of co-operation has been 
started and will soon be effective in. two 
parts of the county, it is believed that 
the idea will spread and producers in 
various parts of the county will com- 
bine in the same manner. 

The Association has already received 
the right from Springfield to open their 
books and are expecting their incorpora- 
tion papers any day.

That Mrs. Alexander Dov>ie, form- 
erly the first lady of Zion City, still has 
friends left in Zion, even among the 
leaders of the factions her husband op- 
posed, is evidenced by the fact that 
now she is in need and ill unto death 
at her home in Ben MacDuhl, Mich., 
there are words of sympathy to be 
heard in the city'of her former power. 

It has developed recently that the 
people of Zion are in ignorance of the 
real state of her health. Overseer 
Bryant, the leader of a flock of faithful 
followers in Zion, had heard nothing of 
the case, supposing that Mrs. Dowie 
was still enjoying her life at her home 
in Michigan. When he was informed 
as to the true state of affairs he was 
strong in his expression of sympathy 
for her. 

"I will. follow the true teachings of 
Zion," said Elder Bryant, "and will 
make sure that if there is anything 
that I can do for her, I will be only too 
glad to do it. It has always been my 
plan to help those in trouble all that I 
can and I would make no exception in 
her case, even though she fought us in 
the courts of the land." 

General Overseer Voliva, strong in 
his newly acquired power of control of 
affairs in Zion, protested his sincere 
sympathy with Mrs. Dowie. He said 
he was willing to' extend to her all the 
help that he could, and would make 
sure that she never suffered for want 
of food, shelter or raiment. 

"I try to make sure that no one, 
either in Zion or out of it, ever suffers 
for the wants of life. I never make 
any appeal to my people for money for 
this purpose, but it isa.personal matter 
with me. I know that I am in a rather 
peculiar position, but that will make no 
dfferen e with me. If the worst 
enemy I had on earth were in want, I 
would take all the care I could of him, 
and see that as far as lay in my power, 
that he suffered no want." 

The only leader in Zion who has any- 
thing but words of sympathy for Mrs. 
Dowie was General Overseer Lewis. 
The sting of his defeat at the hands of 
the courts apparantly has sown seeds 
of. bitterness, and he was loud in his de- 
nunciation of Mrs. Dowie. 

"I see no reason why the people of 
Zion City should interest themselves in 
the condition of Mrs. Dowie," said 
Overseer .Lewis. "There are thous- 
ands in this city who have been placed 
in a worse condition than she, through 
her deals. We have all the work we 
can do right here in Zion, without in- 
terfering in any way with Mrs. Dowie. 

Furthermore, I will say that she was 
allowed money and lands to the value 
of $100,000 by the courts, and that 
ought to keep her. Then, too, she has 
an able bodied son, who ought to care 
for her. 

With' this exception, the feeling for 
Mrs. Dowie is all sympathy, and plans 
will be formulated whereby she will be 
given assistance if she is in actual 
need.

and Message Sent Without Toll 



Bell telephone companies throughout 
the United States are announcing a new 
rule effective February 1, which it is 
expected will be of special benefit to 
cities and villages where the office of 
the Western Union Telegraph company 
is closed at an early hour in the evening. 

By application of this new rule, any 
Bell telephone user, wishing to send a 
telegram, may call for the Western 
Union Telegraph office and if the local 
office has closed for the night he will be 
given a connection over - telephone toll 
wires to the nearest all night office of 
the Western Union company. More- 
over if his message requires a prompt, 
reply he will receive the answer from 
the telegraph company, and in neither 
case will there be any charge for the 
use of the toll wires. 

Coupled with the arrangement an] 
nounced several months ago, wherehy 
the telephone patrons may telephone 
their messages to the local telegraph 
office and have the rost billed . to them 
by the telegraph company. The new 
rule will prove a source of convenience 
while eliminating all delay in sending 
and receiving telegrams. 

Not only will this rule be effective as 
regards the sending of messages but it 
also applies to the delivery of tele- 
grams. A patron near Chicago sending 
a message by night, to a person living 
in the suburbs of New York will find 
that his message is received at the all 
night office at New York and is tele- 
phoned to the person to whom it is 
directed. Thereupon a reply may be 
dictated and returned to the sender by 
the combined telegraph and telephone 
route.

In effect the new rule will make the 
Western Union Telegraph service avail- 
able to each of the 6,000,000 Bell tele- 
phone users in the United States 
whether the local office is closed for the 
night, for holidays, Sundays or any 
other reason. . 

Lake county people will probably 
realize that this new arrangement is of 
vast importance to the smaller cities 
and villages near Chicago, inasmuch as 
it opens the system of telephone toll 
wires for free use in sending or receiv- 
ing telegrams after their local tele- 
graph office is closed. It is of special 
importance to the smaller villages 
where the telegraph office is closed at 
six o!clock and thereafter the villagers 
are prevented from use of the telegraph 
wires. 



SALARIES OF 

RURAL CARRIERS 

MAY BE INCREASED 

Beginning with July, rural mail car- 
riers will, draw a salary of $1,000 a year, • 
an increase of $100 over their present 
pay, if the postoffice department bil 
passed by the House Friday passes the 
Senate. The increase was an amend- 
ment added to the appropriation bill 
just before the final vote was taken. 

If the increase is granted it will be 
the third one to be received by the 
rural carriers since the department was 
put in operation in 1903. The original 
pay of rural mail carriers was $G00 per 
year. ThiB was increased to $720 two 
years later, and in 1907 to $900. 

Ab there are 23 rural routes emanat- 
ing from Lake county, postoffices, 23 
men will be affected by the proposed 
increase in pay if it beco mes effective

... Washington. — Opposition has come 
in tho senate to the resolution for the 
popular election of senators from 
what* may be called state's *rlghtB 
sources. Soriator Sutherland of Utah 
proposed an amendment which gives 
the federal government control of the 
manner and form of holding tho elec- 
tions. Under the law today the Unit- 
ed States. has. virtually this control of 
elections, for members of tho house of 
representatives,, and some of tho Ite : 
publicans say that the law as it stands' 
will control the election of senators, 
but some of the Democrats differ 
from tholr party "opponents in this 
matter and object to the Sutherland 
amendment 

- It Is impossible yet to toll definitely 
whether the proposed constitutional 
change is. to be authorized for submis- 
sion to the states at this session, or 
not, but there can be no doubt, that 
tho'pressuro for Its adoption is get- 
ting stronger each day. Untold hun- 
dreds of letters are coming in from all 
sections . of tho country to the sen- 
ators urging that the resolution shall 
be passed giving tho, proper authority 
for the fctates to pass on tho matter. 
Tho tatters come from people of every 
political faith. 

A good many of tho senators at 
heart aro opposed to tho adoption* of 
tho resplutlon' and there are mon In 
Washington who are bold enough to 
say that the fault which is being found 
with Sutherland's amendment is a 
part of a plan to create excuses for 
putting off tho consideration until a 
later timo. 

President Taft and Red Cross. 
President Taft has all kinds of legis- 
lative worries and some, political wor- 
ries also, and in this he is not In any 
way better off than were his pre- 
decessors in office, but the present 
president finds time enough to take 
what to somo peoplo seems to be 
nothing less than an extraordinary In- 
terest In the work of the Red Cross. 
Mr. Taft expressed not only a will- 
ingness but a desire a year ago to be 
made the president of tho Red Cross 
society. He is something moro than 
its titular chief,. for he devotes a good 
deal of timo to tho worlc. The secre- 
tary of tho Red Cross Is Miss Mabel 
Boardmnn, a Washington woman who 
onco lived In Cleveland, Ohio, and tho 
members of whose family have been 
intimate friends of tho president and 
his family for many 'years. Tho 
Boardman home Ib virtually the only 
ono In Washington at which tho presi- 
dent calls socially. Somo little pique 
has been aroused by this fact among 
society peoplo for thoy have said that 
if the president of tho United States 
is going to make any personal visits, 
he ought not to discriminate between 
people. The truth Is, however, that 
Mr. Taft goes to # tho Boardman resi- 
dence not alono ,to call on people 
whom ho has known for thirty years,' 
but to work on Red Cross matters. 
Labor Bills Worry Democrats. 
Long beforo they get together 
in regular session as tho control- 
ling majority in. tho house, tho 
Democrats will bo confronted by the 
necessity of arranging for a harmony 
program on labor legislation. The Re-, 
publicans have passed a number of 
bills on behalf of labor,. but there are 
elements in the organizations of 
working men which hold that tho Re- 
publican legislation has not gone far 
enough. Other legislation asked by 
labor has not been touched by the 
Republicans, and the Democrats will 
be asked not only to touva it but to 
take it up, consider it and put it 
through quickly. 

Thoro is a difference of opinion 
among 'tho Democrats of the house 
about the form which some of the la- 
bor legislation should take, a differ- 
erence of opinion which is very much 
like that which exists among the Re- 
publicans, but there aro more Demo- 
crats in favor of granting the re- 
quests of labor than there havo been 
in the ranks of the opposing party. 
Next to the tariff, moro perplexity Is 
likely to come to the Democrats from 
labor legislative, problems than from 
any other matter which it is thus far 
known must come up for considera- 
tion. 

What Labor la Asking. 
Organized labor has .been asking 
congress for some years to pass an 
eight hour bill, ono that will limit to 
eight hours a day's work in any in- 
dustrial' concern which has secured a 
government contract, An eight hour 
law rules today on all work which is 
done actually by tho government, such 
as ship building work In, navy yards. 
Tho law, however, does not apply to 
work which Is done by private busi- 
ness concorhs which hnvo contracts 
with. Uncle Sam. It Is the desire of 
labor that the law shall bo extended 
to cover such cases. 

It is also tho wish of tho labor lead- 
ers that an anti-injunction bill shall 
be passed, one that will take away 
from the federal courts tho right to 
grant in J unctions in, labor disputes 



without giving, a full hearing to the 
parties whom it is sought to enjoin. 
President -Taft has asked that an anti- 
lnjunction law bo passed at this ses- 
sion, but tho measure as ho has rec- 
ommended it does not appeal, appar-. 
ently, to a good many of the labor 
leaders, for they have said that it 
does not go far enough. 

It Ib tho administration's 'idea that 
an- injunction should not bo granted 
without giving tho parties against 
Whom tho injunction is asked a full 
chanco tobo heard, "oxcopt in cases 
where tho judge Ib convinced that de- 
lay may put life or property in jeop- 
ardy." 

It is said by the labor representa- 
tives that this exception will enable 
Judges, who; may be so * "constitu- 
tionally inclined," to tako it for 
granted that life and property aro in 
Jeopardy in every injunction case 
which Ib brought beforo them, and 
that tho law should bo framed so as 
to prevent tho Judgo from following 
his Inclination rather than his sound 
judgment. > 

Unions Seek Exemption. 
Labor is also desirous that unions 
of working men shall bo exempt from 
the provisions of tho Sherman anti- 
trust law. Thus far it is said the 
law never, has boon invoked against 
combinations of labor, but the work- 
ing men seem to fear that it may be. 
There is also a question of the con- 
stitutionality of legislation which 
would exempt organizations of labor 
from tho action of this law. Somo of 
the representatives. and senators say 
outright that It would bo class legisla- 
tion and as such can havo no place on 
the statuto books of a Democracy. 

Brigadier General Charles L. 
Hodges, United States army, has jUBt 
been promdted to tho rank of major 
general. General Hodges today is 
the only major genoral of tho activo 
list of tho United" States army who 
saw service In tho civil war. When 
ho goes on tho retired list in March, 
tho names of tho civil war veterans 
holding rank which entitles them to 
wear a star will have disappeared 
from tho. actlvo list of tho army. 

Ask Justice for Life Savers. 
^Hundreds of letters aro coming 
In weekly to members of con- 
gress asking them to pass a bill 
Introduced by Senator Fryo of Maine 
to provide for tho retirement of mem- 
bers of tho life-saving service of tho 
United States. Ono of the curious 
features of this matter Is that fully as 
many lettors aro coming from tho In- 
land states, where many of thd^eoplo 
never saw a life-saving station, as 
from the coastwise regions where the 
work of tho life savers frequently Is 
under observation. 

Tlio members of the . life saving 
service of tho United States, men who 
go out in all kinds of storms to the 
aid of passengers and crews, work 
until old ago comes on and then they 
aro obliged to leave the service pen- 
niless nnd in somo cases dependent 
upon others for support. Tho pay of 
the men is very small and It Is said 
in congress that the only reason that 
the ranks aro kept full is that tho 
danger of the work actually draws 
men to engage In It. 

Thero Is said to be a certain fasci- 
nation In the life of tho guardsmen. 
The men fnco danger frequently and 
many of them aro Incapacitated for 
further work In llfo by injuries re- 
ceived while doing for others. Such 
men get no compensation from tho 
government and it Is only In occasion- 
al cases that they aro made the re- 
cipients of "hero fund money" pro- 
vided by Andrew Carnegie. 
Sherman. Doesn't Want Re-election. 
Vice-President Sherman said a long 
while ago that under no clrcumstancos 
would ho bo a candidato again for his 
present ofllco. Thjus it can bo taken 
for granted that when tbo Republican 
convention meets It must look for a 
now vIce-preBldentlal candidate. When 
Mr. Sherman goes to his room just off 
the main corridor of- tho senate cham- 
ber prior to entering on his day's du- 
ties as presiding officer, ho leaves tho 
door wide open behind him. Anybody 
can walk Into tho room to look at tho 
pictures on the wall and to exchange 
a word of greeting with the second 
officer of the government, nnd, more- 
over, the visitor can have a conversa- 
tion with tho vice-president unless 
public business is in the way. 

Vice-presidents are apt to bo ex- 
ceedingly democratic In their manner. 
Tho president Is hedged In with, cer- 
tain formalities, and certain feelings 
of high respect for the office prevents 
tho same easy going methods of "ap- 
proach which are used when getting 
near any other American citizen. 
With vice-presidents it Ib different. 

When Mr. Fairbanks held tho office 
he appeared in the outer room of tho 
White House one early spring morn- 
ing with a light felt hat on his head. 
Ho had put It on because tho weather 
was gottlng warm. Tho newspaper 
correspondents who were present 
"Joshed" him about his hat and asked 
him why ho did not buy a now one, 
saying that the' ono he had on was 
of last year's vintage. 

Mr. Fairbanks remoyod the hat and 
answered gravely, but with humor in 
his eyo, that ho was setting the coun- 
try an example In economy. "This 
looked llko a pretty good hat to me," 
ho said. "When I took It off tho hooli 
yesterday I sent It. to be cleaned, and 
here I am wearing it "If you will 
look at It closely you will boo that 
even the cleaner's art could not get 
off some of last year's marks, but it is 
a good hat all right." 

After tho conversation was over 
ono correspondent said to another: 
"This country certainly Ib a democ- 
racy air right. That mau is the sec- 
ond officer of government anu yet 
tiore wo wero 'joshing* him about his 
last year's lid."

Ono of tho most important factor* 
in tho bulldlrig of a new country U> 
tho attention that is paid by- tho au- 
thorities to tho education of w tho rising 
generation. Fortunately for western; 
Canada, the settlement of that nowy 
country began in such recont yeara, 
that it was ablo to* lay a foundation 
for this work, gained by tho experi- 
ence of older countries. In this way 
tho very b.est is tho result Through- 
out tho entire country are to bo seen 
tho most improved otylo of, architec- 
ture In school buildings. Tho "cities 
and towns vie .with each other in tho 
efforts to secure- tho best of accom- 
modation and at tho same timo got 
architectural lines that would appcaL 
Sufficient to say that nowhero Ib thoro 
the greater attention paid to elemen- 
tary and advanced education than In 
western Canada. A roport Just to 
hand shows that in Calgary, AJbcrta, 
thero are eighty teachers employed,, 
and the enrollment 4,228 pupils. In 
tho Province of Alberta thero. was a 
total of 46,000 pupils attending schools 
in 1909. Tho total enrollment for tho 
year in .city, town and village schools 
was 22,883, and the total in rural 
Bchools was 23,165. Thero are intho 
province 070 schools with 1,323 de- 
partments. At tho closo of 1D09 thero 
was a total of 1,096 school districts in 
tho province. Groat attention is paid 
also to agricultural education. Tho 
best uses of 'tho soil and such other 
matters as tend to mako tho agricul- 
ture less of a drudge and moro of a 
Buccess aro employed. When thero 
Is the combination of good soil, splen- 
did climate and healthy and advanced, 
ideas In tho methods employed in 
agriculture, we see accomplished tho 
results that hayo placed western Can- 
ada on Its present high piano in tho 
agricultural world. There is to. bo 
found men of high standing in liter- 
ary spheres as well as In financial 
circles who aro carrying on farming, 
not alono for tho pleasure they de- 
rlvo but for the profit they secure. 
Mr. Adler, a wide-awake business man 
of Now York, has a ranch near Strath- 
moro, Albertn. Ho Is highly pleased 
with his success the past year. Ho 
says: 

"On July 25th wo estimated our crop 
at 6,000 buBhels of wheat A week 
later wo Increased our estimate to 
12,000 bushels. A few days later wo 
again increased our estimate, this 
time to 18,000 bushels, but after har- 
vest In September we found wo had 
20,150 bushels. If that Isn't a record, 
what is?" he asked. 

"This crop was made with practi- 
cally no moisture," ho continued, "and 
wo now havo a better opinion of tho 
fertility of Alberta lands than ever 
and value our lands higher than wo 
ever did before."

Instances such as theso can be 
quoted If you will communicate with 
tho nearest Canadian government 
agont, who will also mall you free de- 
Bcrlptivo literature.

undertaking assigned to any Blnglo 
battleship since tho famous old battle- 
ship Oregon mado tho long trip around 
South America (over much this same . 
route) at tho tlmo of the Spanish- 
American war. 

The crulso of tho Delaware • takes 
on Importance from, the fact-that It Ib 
tho first stunt of tho kind attempted 
by one of our now battleships .of the \ 
Dreadnought class— floating fortresses 
bo much larger and heavlor and more 
formidably armed than any of our old- ; 
tlmo battleships that they might be re- 
ferred to as tho "big .brothers"- of 
these ships that were so awe lnsplr- ► 
lng a few years ago. Now, of course, 
those now "all-blg-gun" ships aro as 
yet spraothlng of an experiment In our 
navy In so far as actual servlco goes 
and consequently naval officials and 
shipbuilding experts will await with , 
no little concern the outcome of this 
prolonged "shaking down" cruise. 

Another circumstance that makes 
this coming cruise stand out as a not- 
able achievement Ib that tho Delaware 
1b to take her long "hike" absolutely 
unattended. As all readers of the 
newspapers must havo" noted, It has 
not been tho practise of our naval au- 
thorities of late years to asBlgn slnglo 
battleships to long cruises. They usu- 
ally go in fleets, or In divisions of 
four ships, or at least In pairs. Why, 
it wlll.be remembered that when Pres- 
ident' Taft made his recent trip to Pa- 
nama a second warship was sent along' 
with the one that carried the presiden- 
tial party, not because there was any 
real need, for it, but simply, to have a 
companion ship at hand to render as- 
sistance In tho event that the first 
craft met with a mishap of any kind, 
great or small. 

And take that other naval crulso 
around South America, with which tho 
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battleship cannot ascend the com- 
paratively shallow Potomac river 
to. Washington to receive the body, 
and so the president's yacht May- 
flower ' will be used to convey tho 
casket from the capital to Hamp- 
ton roads, Va., where tho transfer 
will be made to the big vessel. 
When the casket is conveyed from 
the receiving, vault to tho May- 
flower there will be another mili- 
tary and naval pageant and guns 
will boom in salute and hlgb offi- 
cials' of the government will stand 
with uncovered heads while the 
casket is Bwung by means of the 
long arm of a crane from the calB- 
son UBed as a hearse to the deck of 
the vessel. A high official of the 
state department will accompany 
tho body to Hampton RoadB as a 
representative of our government 
and, in all probability, one or more 
Chilean diplomats will go with the 
body on the battleship all tho way 
to Chile. 

Captain 'Gove, who will command 
tho Delaware on this important 
cruise, is one of the most capable 
officer^ in the United States navy. 
He was for years the commandant 
of mldBhlpmen at the United States 
naval academy and is thus known 
personally to almost every one of 
the younger officers of our sea ser- 
vice. Tho Delaware, of which be 
Is. in command, is 510 feet in 
length, 85 feet breadth and dis- 
places 20,000 tons of water, wblcb 



April 30 has been Bet aside this year 
as f Tuberculosis Day," and will be ob- 
served in 200,000 churche'B in the 
country in a manner similar to that 
of ''Tuberculosis Sunday" In .1910, 
when 40,000 sermons were preached 
on the prevention of tuberculosis.

"What we want," says Mr. Living- 
ston Farrand, executlvo secretary of. 
the National Association for the Study 
report on this movement, "is to have 
this whole subject of tuberculosis dis- 
cussed in all of the 200,000 churches 
of tho United States at as nearly the 
same time aa possible."

It Is divided Into 
four distinct divisions, the main or- 
gan occupying two chambers on the 
east and west sides of the ball room. 
The other two divisions are arranged 
on either side of "I/Orangerle" room. 
Completely hidden from view by the 
decorations of the walls and ceilings, 
the music comes as a surprise. 

The pipes, varying from 32 feet In 
length to only a fraction of an inch, 
are hundreds of feet away from the 
playing cabinet containing the keys 
and stops, and each one is operated by 
Its Individual train of electro-pneu- 
matic action. The pressure of a key 
gives current to a wire that finds its 
way through various cables and 
switches to a magnet, which operates 
pneumatic mechanism that opens a 
valve and gives pressure to the pipe.

Washington.— Tho now reciprocity 
jpact recently agreed to between rep* 
Tosentatlvea of tho United States and 
•Canada governments was mado pub- 
lic Thursday, both In Washington and 
[Ottawa. 

President Taft sent it to congress 
.■with an extended message urging tho 
confirmation of the proposed treaty, 
frhe state department gave out a sum- 
jmary of, the tariff changes provided 
if or, which In part is as follows: 
' "Tho basis of tho agreement Is this: 
Reciprocity on leading food products, 
such as wheat and other grains; dairy 
products, fresh fruits and vegetables, 
flsh of all 'kinds, eggs nnd poultry, cat- 
jtle, sheep and other live nnlmalB. 
lAlso certain commodities now free In 
one country are to be mado free by the 
other, such as cottonseed oil by Cana- 
da and rough lumber by the "United 
States. Tin and tin plates, now dutia- 
ble In countries are made mutually 
free. 

"Barbed wire fencing, now exempt- 
ed from duty by Canada Is also ex- 
empted by the United States. Some 
raw materials, such as mica and gyp- 
sum, which enter Into numerous In- 
dustries, are to be mado freo by the 
."United States. Printing paper is to 
become freo on tho removal of all re- 
strictions on the exportation of pulp- 
wood. 

• "Mutually reduced identical rates 
on secondary food products, such as 
fresh meats, canned meats, bacon nnd 
haras, lard and lard compound.;, can- 
ned vegetables, flour, cereal prepara- 
tions and other foodstuffs, partly manu- 
factured. 

. "Mutually reduced rates on a list 
of manufactured commodities, which 
Includes motor vehicles, cutlery, 
clocks and watcheB, sanitary fixtures, 
satchels and similar leather goods, 
plate glass, brasB band instruments, 
printing Ink and miscellaneous arti- 
cles. Agricultural implements, such as 
plows, harvesters, threshing machines 
and drills are reduced by Canada to 
the United States rates. 

"A small list of articles Is given as 
special by each country. Canada re- 
duces coal to 45 cents per ton, and 
cement to 11 cents per 100 pounds. 
; "Tho United States reduces Iron ore 
Ito ten cents per ton, lowers the rate 
on aluminum products and on dressed 
lumber. 

Total amount of duties to be re- 
mitted by tho United States, $4,850,- 
000. Duties to bo remitted by Canada, 
j$2,560,000. Value of articles now duti- 
able which the United States proposes 
jto make free, $39,811,000, equal to 76.4 
per cent. Value of dutiable articles on 
which the United States proposed Iq 
reduce duties, $7,521,000, equal to 14.4 
per cent. Value of articles Imported 
into the United States, which are af- 
fected by the reciprocal agreement, 
$47,333,000, equal to 91 per cent. 

The treaty and message will go to 
tho committee on foreign relations. 



Washington. — Several offers, Includ- 
ing one of $100,000, mado .to the Now 
York Journal of Commerce, to In- 
duce it to drop its hoBtllo atti- 
tude toward ship subsidy legisla- 
tion and to give such legislation its 
support, were revealed to the house 
commlttoe investigating ship eubBldy 
by Alfred W. Dodsworth. 

Mr. Dodsworth 16 business manager 
of the Journal of Commerce and Com- 
mercial Bulletin. 

As a result of the evidence Mr. 
Dodsworth's brother, John W. Doda- 
worth, the editor of the Journal of 
Commerce, will be recalled to Wash- 
ington to explain why he failed to en- 
lighten the committee during his re- 
cent testimony. 

Tho witness said that hia paper 
never had been subsidized by any in- 
terests whatever, and Its business and 
editorial columns had no relation. 
But, ho testified, about six years ago 
an unknown man came Into his office 
and ofTered to pay the Journal of Com- 
merce $100,000, taking 1,000,000 cop- 
ies of hlB paper for the Insertion of 
an article In one issue supporting tho 
Ship subsidy legislation. 

This man refused to disclose his 
identity unless his proposition was to 
be accepted. His proposition wasi In 
the event of acceptance, to make out 
a certified check Immediately for $10,- 
000 to bind the agreement nnd to pay 
the $90,000 upon publication of tho 
article. 

. Mr. DodBworth said ho immediate- 
ly called his brother, John W., into 
his ofllco as a witness to the conver- 
sation and the proposition was turned 
down as an attempt to mako an Im- 
proper arrangement.

Caloxlco, Cal.— Tr*e town of Mexl- 
calli, In lower California, Mexico, just 
across the California border, was cap- 
tured early Sunday by a band of 100 
armed revolutionists, led by a Cali- 
fornia Socialist. 

They appeared at the house of Gov- 
ernor Terrazas, sub-prefect of this dis- 
trict, and placed hlra under arrest. 
Proceeding in an orderly manner to 
the customs house, thoy demanded 
tho surrender of the government's of- 
ficials. Hero the revolutionists mot 
demurrers, but when' a window was 
broken in and the chief of tho cus- 
toms corps was dragged out, they 
laid down their Winchesters and sur- 
rendered. All federal officials were 
placed under guard as tho main party 
proceeded. 

The revolutionists then went to the 
jail and demanded the keys of Jailer 
Jose VUlasenor. He refused them 
and was shot dead with a bullet 
through his head. Tho lock on tho 
Jail door was then broken off and the 
inmates found within wero^all freed, 
Including two revolutionists who had 
been arrested two days previously. 
Theso Joined the forces of the lnsur- 
rectos, with cries of "Vive Mexico." 
Tho leading stores were visited and 
tho proprietors Informed that no loot- 
ing would bo allowed and that as 
long as their demands were corn* 
piled with there would be no rioting 
or killing. * 
General Bertholdt said: 
"This Is a gcenral movement that 
Is taking place all over Mexico. We 
are a portion of tho Mexican Liberal 
party, which Is tho same as tho So- 
cialist party In tho United States. Wo 
aim to mako Mexico freo from the 
tyranny of Diaz and all the present 
Intolerable officials. Wo are operat- 
ing without riot, bloodshed or de- 
bauchery. Wo have" ordered all sa- 
loons closed and will allow no Ill- 
treatment of women or children and 
American citizens will be treated with 
respect. . 

"Wo have two hundred armed men 
In this vicinity and are prepared to 
fight to a finish to hold the ground 
we have gained. Tho plans are for 
tho overthrowing of tho government 
and placing the common people on a 
footing with tho higher classes." 

Mexican government ofilclala de- 
clare tho uprising merely incidental 
and that as soon as the revolutionists 
have all tho whisky and loot in the 
places of business thoy will disappear. 
There will bo, however, every, effort 
mado to calch tho whole party and 
deal with them under tho law. 



Hamburg, Miss. — Following a pistol 
duel In the chair car of a Yazoo & 
MlssloBlppl Valley train in which A. 
Heron killed Charles Stewart Satur- 
day, the slayer terrorized tho passen- 
gers until tho train reached Hamburg, 
where ho alighted, captured tho town 
and held tho Inhabitants prisoners in 
their homes for 24 hours.

Survivors of Sinking Haitian Warship 

Sentenced to Die for Killing 

Seventy Persons. 

Port au Princo, Haiti. — Twon- 
ty-threo officers, noncommissioned 
officers and sailors, Burvivors of 
tho wreck of tho Haitian gunhoat 
Liberto, which sank at sea off Port 
do Palx last October following an ex- 
plosion, were tried by a military tri- 
bunal. They were charged with 
mutiny. 

Thoy were found guilty of connec- 
tion with tho maBsacro of the admiral 
of the Llberte and several Haitian 
generals who were on board and of 
burning tho boat. 

All were condemned to death.

$8,000 cash prize, the, fcamp Columbia 
aviation Held,. J.. A. D. McCurdy, the 
Canadian aviator, ran out of lubri- 
cating oil and was Monday compelled 
to abandon a magnificent flight from 
Key WeBt, Fla. 

Whon > ho j Baw that ho could not 
reach thlB port McCurdy alighted safe- 
ly on tho waters and the pontoons 
with -which it was equipped floatea 
tho aeroplane until tho destroyer 
Paulding, splashing along in its wake, 
had overtaken tho aorlal craft. . Mc- 
Curdy and his biplane wero taken on 
board, neither tho worso for tho mis- 
hap. „ . 

At first It was believed that ' the 
aviator- could make a new start from 
tho deck of tho destroyer, but this 
proved impractical and after consid- 
erable delay tho Paulding brought the 
whole outfit into tho harbor. 

McCurdj* had. covered approximate- 
ly 80 miles of the distance of 112 
to Havana when ho was 4 obliged to 
descend and, though ho failed to meet 
the requirements of tho competition, 
he accomplished a feat unprecedented 
in cross seas flying. 

Compared with tho 18-milo flights 
across tho English channel, his' per- 
formance stands out as far more re- 
markable. But for. a slip in taking 
supplies it is not to bo doubted that 
tho trip would have been successful.

McCurdy first cir- 
cled over the harbor at an elevation of 
500 feet. He, made a second circle at 
an elevation of over 1,000 feet, and 
then the flag- dropped and tho aviator 
crossed tho line over the wireless sta- 
tion, going at tho rate of nearly sixty 
miles, an hour. In ten minutes he was 
out of sight over Sand Key, ten miles 
away.

French Language In Belgium. 
The language question in Belgium 
has been settled In favor of French so 
far as Brussels Is concerned. The Bel- 
gian parliament decided some time 
ago thai the choice between Instruc- 
tion In French or In Flemish In the 
public schools of the capital should 
bo left to the pupils* parents. A can- 
vass of three of the largest schools re- 
sulted In an overwhelming vote for 
the French language. Of the parents 
of pupils in the first school, 261 out 
of a total of 264 selected French; in 
the second, 389 out of 340 made the 
same choice, while In the case of the 
third school, situated In an overwhelm- 
ingly Flemish quarter, 45G parents out 
of 470 decided for the same language, 
the total being, therefore, French, 
1,074; Flemish. 18.
